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T is fair to confeſs, that ſome late publi- 

cations intitled the Jockey Club, were the 
origin of the following ſheets : from them 
the deſign is borrowed; and from the en- 
couragement ſhewn to that abuſive work, in 
which ſo many great and good men are 
traduced, I preſume to hope that the public 
will not withhold it in the preſent inſtance, 
where a proper diſcrimination of character is 
more ſtrictly obſerved, and where the per- 
ſons exhibited, are fairly and impartially 
pourtrayed. 


It cannot be deemed an illaudable plan, at 
a moment when the gaming influenza 
rages with ſuch violence, to take a peep 
into the different cabinets of the minor 
] Greeks, 
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Greeks; and a juſt diſtinction between the 
fair honourable gameſter, and the lurking 
infidious ſharper, may ſerve as a beacon to 
unwary youth, and prevent them from be- 
ing ſwallowed up in the quickſands of de- 
ſtruction. | | 


Gaming is a vice that grows out of avarice, 
and frequently out of want; it ſtimulates the 
in ſatiate appetite of one, and holds out ftrong 
allurements to the other. In large popu- 
lous cities, where luxury and diſſipation 
have made the greateſt progreſs, this vice 
bears the moſt abſolute ſway. Moraliſts may 
declaim, and ſatyriſts inveigh againſt it, 
but the evil will ſtill remain; if defeated in 
one ſhape, it will break out in another,“ 
and all attempts to deſtroy the effect muſt 
of courſe prove vain and nugatory, till the 
original cauſe be removed. 

When the E. O. tables were deſtroyed, the faro 


tables ſucceeded; ſo that the evil was no ways di- 
miniſhed, 


If 
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If this reaſoning be admitted, and it ap- 


pears to me undeniable, it becomes a very 
principal queſtion of police, how to modify 
the abuſe in ſuch a manner, as to render it 
the leaſt dangerous and deſtructive to ſociety ; 


and when examined on this ground, public 


gaming houſes cannot juſtly be conſidered 


fuch grievous nuiſances, as in F 
IL aka 


London abounds with fine gay flaſhy fel- 
lows, who, under a plauſible exterior, con- 
ceal the moſt villanous and deſperate pro- 
jets. Their inſinuating addreſs, and daunt- 
leſs effrontery, are calculated to delude and 
entrap ignorant unſuſpecting youth, on their 
firſt entrance into life; who often, from 
having no employment on their hands, or 
from having no opportunity of gratifying a 
favourite paſſion, haye heretofore fallen into 
the ſuares of theſe treacherous Greeks. Cof- 
fee · houſes were the grand theatre, where 
b the 
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the plans of operation were formed ; it could 
be no difficult matter for an artful experi- 
enced ſharper, with the impoſing qualities 
above deſcribed, to cultivate acquaintance 
at theſe places with raw young men, juſt 
launched into the world from the diſci- 
pline of ſchool or college, to undergo a far ſe- 
verer diſcipline in embryo for them. An 
acquaintance once eſtabliſhed, the Greek 
was not ignorant how to improve it into inti- 
| macy ; profeſſions of regard, a diſplay of mag- 
nificence, and an affected contempt of mo- 
ney, all concur to inſpire the young novice 
with the moſt ſublime ideas of the fortune 
and liberality of his new riend. Private 
parties are arranged, the ; glaſs circulates 
' briſkly ; mirth and. jollity reign, the heart 
is exhilarated, the brain affected, and in the 
eritical moment, the diſpatehes are intro-

duced, 
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duced, and in a trice the young gentleman 
is done over to the tune (it hath often hap- 
pened) of 10,000]. after which, paper, pen 
and ink are introduced ; when recovering 


1 from his delirium the next morning, he is 


informed that he has given bills to the above 
amount, amongſt his honeſt, jovial, difinte»® 
reſted friends. 


Such was the ancient ſyſtem of things; but 
ſince ſo many houſes for play have been eſtab- 
liſhed, the Greeks are reduced to deſpair. 
The fair gameſter finds it far more ſafe and 
agreeable to riſque his money in mixed ſo- 
cities, where it requires not only infinite 
ingenuity, but extraordinary boldneſs to at- 
tempt any unfair practice; and in juſtice it 
muſt be ſaid, we never heard a diſhonoura- 
ble imputation alledged againſt any houſes 
of this kind, eſtabliſhed at the weſt end of 
the town, thoſe of B---lly C---ty, and B---lly 
D- vs excepted. 
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The ſums of money loſt by individuals in 
public gaming houſes, bear no proportion to 
| thoſe loſt before their eſtabliſhment in parties 
of a private nature, where the innocent was 
infallibly ſure to fall a victim to the guilty. 
Now, from the numerous opportunities 
that men have of playing on equal terms, 
ſharps are left in ſolitude to ruminate on 
their misfortune, to d- mn the magiſtrates 
for not interfering, or elſe (to uſe their own 
emphatic expreſſion) 7o play like gentlemen an 
the ſquare. | 


Thus it is evident, that by ſtriking at this 
evil in its preſent form, which bears fuch 
preponderance through all ranks of the com- 
munity, you might extirpate it in that ſhape, 
but you would thence enable it to revive in 
another, far more deſtructive and dange- 


rous. 


The 
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The cauſes which lead to this fatal pro- 
penſity, muſt be effect ually deſtroyed, before 
it will be poſſible to reach the effect: 


« Sublata cauſa, tollitur effectus. 


Were all the unhappy conſequences 
of private gaming to be enumerated, they 
would harrow up the feeling ſoul with 
horror, and demonſtrate the neceſſity of 
ſubmitting to the abuſe as it exiſts, rather 


than by an apparently plauſible innovation, 


reſtore the old prowling hawk to the full uſe 
of his talons. 


In the courſe of this work, ſome per ſo- 
nages will be held out to public notice, whoſe 
faces have been long familiar and notorious 


on this metropolis. It is not from any hope 
that ſatire, however pointed, can ever ope- 
rate correction on ſuch hardened vice, that 
this pamphlet is uſhered into the world, 
but, as has been already obſerved, it may 

inſtruct 
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inſtruct the ignorant, and teach them to 
diſtinguiſh between the inſidious Greek, 
and the fair open gameſter. 


Upon this moral baſis, the author writes, 
and ſubmits his book to the candor and 
judgement of his fellow citizens, with all 
Us literary imperfections on its head.

F the Minor Jockies, this gentleman, 
chims pre-eminence; his life 1s curious, 

and has been chequered with all the variety. 
of adverſe and proſperous fortune. Over his 
birth and parentage obſcurity leaves a chaſm, 
but it appears, that he begun the world on 
a brittle foundation, although he has con- 
_ trived to build upon it a very ſtable fortune. 
It would be unjuſt to explore with ſe- 
verity early errors and imprudences, when 
a man makes the beſt atonement for them, 
by a fair and liberal uſe of the riches he 
has acquired. No perſon can exceed Mr. 
P—l-ps in liberality. In all tran ſactions, 
he exhibits a candour, openneſs, and a 
ſpirit of difintereſtedneſs, ſo much the more 
com- 
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commendable from the rarity of the example; 
and he is above all diſtinguiſhed for a ſuavity 
and urbanity of manners, that make him 
extremely beloved by thoſe in the habit of 
dealing or correſpondence with him. 

In every thing he undertakes he is active 
and indefatigable, no difficulties that his abi- 
lity and perſeverance do not enable him to 
ſurmount; and amidſt the infinite multi- 
plieity of affairs in which he is almoſt con- 
tinually engaged, he ſeems under no embar- 
raſſment, and ever diſplays the ſymptoms of 
a mind perfectly at eaſe, on occaſions where 
the generality of men would fink under ſuch 
an enormous load of buſineſs.

In his profeſſion he is faid to pro- 


ceed with far more liberality and fairneſs than 
others; and to this reaſon we may aſſign 


his good fortune, it being natural to employ 
. thoſe who treat us beſt. Perhaps no perſon 


ever conducted buſineſs in this line on ſuch 
an extenſive ſcale, and with fo much ho-' 
nour and punctuality. The different offices 
opened in London under his ſanction and 
credit, and the agents neceſſarily employed 
by him, are too numerous to be counted, 
and it 1s deemed a very bad lottery that does 
not yield 20, oool. 

In additional proof of P—l—ps's gene- 


roſity, may be mentioned the fidelity and 
attachment of his ſervants: although from 


the nature of the caſe, it cannot be imagined 
that they are men of the pureſt character, 

yet on the hardeſt ſervice they never mur- 
mur, and there probably never exiſted a bet- 
ter diſciplined band; excellently paid, no 
difficulties or dangers drive them off from

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their duty, and they are up to every thing 
the moſt critical and hazardous exigency can 
require, or the intereſt of their maſter enjoin. 

Mr. P—l—ps formerly. kept a houſe in 
Or—ge S—r, but his mind was far ſuperior 
to * ſituation, and he ſoon became diſ- 
guſted with his company, from the riots 
which they continually kicked up, and 
that blackguardiſm and vulgarity from 
which by Nature he himſelf is wholly 
exempt. He therefore was eager to leave 
that neighbourhood, and be took a houſe in 
Pall 1 which, from its central and ele- 
gant ſituation, was in every reſpect better 
ſuited to his purpoſe. 

In his new reſidence, it Cad indiſpen- 
fably neceſſary to provide himſelf with a fe- 
male acquaintance, ſuch a one as from her 
appearance would add conſequence and re- 
fpefability to it. Feeling the neceſſity of 
this appendage, where could his paſſion or 
his judgement be more naturally directed 
than to his oppoſite neighbour ? The full- 
blown beauty of the 7% dame raiſed a tu- 
mult in his blood, that her Hymeneal fet- 
ters could but ill reſtrain. His morality was 

| not 
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not proof againſt ſuch a volume of charms. 
The only queſtion was how to compaſs it? 
The huſband ſeemed an inſuperable barrier, 
—yet huſbands are ſometimes civil, and not 
ſeldom inconſtant. Beauty, even though at- 
tached to ſuperlative merit, palls on the ſickly 
appetite of a libertine. The idea of marriages 
being made in Heaven has been long obſo- 
lete, and it is a /iberal practice which has 
ever obtained in this country, that a man 
has a right to ditpoſe of his w--fe. The 
parties, therefore, came to a fair and equi- 
table agreement, which put the happy 
P—I—ps in full, undiſturbed poſſeſſion of 
that immenſuy of comfort and enjoyment 
which ſhe ſtill continues to afford him. 

But to be ſerious; in the management of this 
houſe P—I—ps diſplays bis uſual liberality 
and gentlemanly behaviour, and it has never 
been even hinted, that any foul manceuvres 
have obtained footing there ; the fair and' 
known advantages of the bank are deemed 
ſufficient, and the influence which he has 
over all his connections, keeps them in or- 
der, and prevents a poſſibility of all mal- 
practices. His demeanor towards thoſe who 
viſit him, in general people of rank, cannot 
be 
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be too highly . praiſed or admired ; indeed, 
all his gueſts are unanimous on this point, 
and fo tranſcendent does it appear, that even 
Squire C—fl—n was ſtruck with it: the 
Squire one night got admiſſion, and being 
of a curious, inveſtigating turn, did not fail 
to make his remarks, and the next day at 
dinner he delivered the following obſerva. 
tion to a friend: D—m—mee, Jack, I was 
at P—l—ps's laſt night, and b—t me if 
in my mind, Maſter P- I- ps be'ent more 
of a gentleman than any of the Lords or 
fine folks that I /zed in his houſe; the 
ruſtic's comment was natural and juſt. 

If our hero is followed to his country re- 
ſidence, when he can find leiſure to be ab- 
ſent from his infinity of avocations in town, 
we ſhall there behold him indulging his 
hoſpitality, and by ſhining acts of charity 
and good-will to the poor, holding forth an 
example, alas! too rarely followed, to his 
other noble and opulent neighbours. Riches, 
when thus employed, can only produce envy 
in the moſt malignant breaſt,

dragged him out; and the generous deli- 
yerer, as a token of gratitude on the part 
of the delivered, is now erected as a creſt 
ypon his carriage, | | 

This circumſtance afforded opportunity to 
an ill- natured jeſter of indulging his wit, 
at our hero's expence, coming the old pro- 
verb over him; a man that is born to be 
hanged will never be drowned.” It is only 
neceflary to obſerve, that the fine gentleman 


who was ſo very witty on the occaſion, if 


every man had his deſerts, might perhaps 
himſelf be exalted to the eminence he had 
anticipated for the other. 

Let it not, however, be preſumed, from what 
has been ſaid in vindication of this man, that 
it is che author's meaning to juſtify a ſyſtem 
which morality muſt ever condemn; he 
only wiſhes to inculcate, as was ſignified in 
the Preface, that until the cauſe be removed, 
it will not be poſſible to deſtroy the effect; 
and therefore the miſchief is leſs pernicious, 


while a perſon of this deſcription has the 
means of controuling it, than if.it were under 


the 
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the juriſdiction of a D—v—s or a Cty. 


Under the ſafeguard of one, the novice 


would be ſo far ſecure, that no fraudulent 
artifices would be practiſed againſt him; in 
the clutches of the other, he would be plun- 
dered to the calculation of his laſt guinea. 
In this ſketch, the author has ſteered clear 
of all ill natured reports, from a perfect con- 
viction of the actual merits of him concern- 
ing whom he writes; it is the injuſtice of 


mankind to treat with partiality the vices of 
higher ranks, while it has no mercy for the 


frailties of perſons in an inferior condition; 


robes and fur gowns hide all.” 


But the fortune which Mr, P---I---ps 
has eſtabliſhed, will conciliate to himſelf the 
good word of ſelfiſh men ; and by the gene- 
rous uſe which he makes of his acquiſitions, 
he will be ſure to obtain the favourable ver-

If not a model of perfection, which his 
habits cannot admit of, in point of candid,

refinements of good breeding can never at- 
tain ; 
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tain ; the motto of P---1---ps is ** to oblige ;”* 
it ſeems as if it were the true criterion of 
elegance, according to fome gentlemen, who 
ſet themſelves up as the ſtandard of good 
breeding, alias ton, to offend.” The man 
of humanity and real diſcernment will know 
how to make a proper diſtinction. P--1--ps 
has raiſed himſelf to opulence from a poor 
and obſcure ſituation, and he adds a luſtre 
to it by his generous actions; others are 
born to immenſe, hereditary property, and: 
they often debaſe their rank by an abuſe of 
that property. The difference confiſts in 
this; the one conſiders himſelf authoriſed” 
to act independent of all rules of civility or 
kindneſs; the other conceives himſelf under 
the neceſſity of ſubmitting to them, and, in 
the preſent inſtance, is naturally ſo inclined. 
Let it not be imagined, that this cenſure 
of our men of faſhion extends univerſally; 
far from it : the obſervation that has been

O H what a prolific ſoil to yield ſuch ex- 
quiſite fruit! A hero like this is alone 
ſufficient to immortalize the land of his na- 
tivity. This renowned Greek from his in- 
fancy aſpired to greatneſs ; in his primeval 
obſcurity, he meditated /of7y proſpects, al- 
though he has not attained the Height to 
which it once ſeemed likely for him to be 
exalted ; and in his native town, while yet a 
youth, he was inſpired with a luſt of fortune, 
that in an unlucky moment tempted him be- 
yond the bounds of diſcretion, and for which 
eæcuſable tranſgreiſion, the poor, unconſcious 
oftender ſuffered flagellation at the cart's 
a—lſe, and was forced to leave M=c—t—r 
in diſgrace; and we do not hear that he has 
ever viſited it fince that luckleſs period. 
London 1s a delicious retreat to young ad- 
venturers, the happy mart of aſpiring genius, 
infinite in reſources, On his firſt arrival, like 
our immortal bard, fate drove him to the play- 
houſe, although under the impulſe of dif- 
ferent 
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ferent ſen ſations. One was emulous to ſhine 
in the ſervice of the muſes, the other iu the 
ſublime ſcience of Mercury ; each, how- 
ever, attained the ſummit of his ambition. 
Our hero began his career iu London in the 
humble and dingy character of a hok-boy 3 

but he did not confine his talents altoge- 
ther to that ſet vile occupation, he made it 
ſubſervieat to more profitable ambition, 
and being ſucceſsful in two or three puſhes 
at a fob, he qunted the link, and became 
money dropper, a profeſſion in which there 
were too many employed to be over lucra- 
tive, and little Billy uſed to b---t his eyes and 
limbs, if, after all, the link and coach calling 
was not ſtill the moſt agreeable and beſt vo- 
cation. But ideas increaſed with bis age, 
his mind became more enlarged; nor does 
it appear that he reſumed the link, for he 
be tool himſelf to the turf, and we find him 
WALKING to Newmarket and other races. 
His bets at firft were in the 8ILVER way, 
five ſhillings to four, or ſeven ſixpences 
to five; if he won, no perſon was more 
punctual than Maſter Billy, and if he loſt, 
he generally contrived by his ingenuity to

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- ſpring a ſucceſsful levant ; but as no pitcher 
goes ſo often to the well that it eomes not 
home broke at laſt, by a conſtant repetition 
of theſe practices, when afterwards he exhi- 
bited a more reputable appearance, and was 
mounted on his hack, he made a bold 
effort, and betting fifty with the E—l 
of C—l—le, on a race, fortune decided 
againſt this bold ſon of Mercury, and there 
'was left no other choice, than the road to 
London. The levant, however, was ſoon 
detected, the Earl informed his groom of the 
event; our levanter was purſued, taken, 
brought back, and condemned to the ſe- 
vere diſcipline of the horſe-pond, by the cruel 
unrelenting verdi& of Newmarket juſtice. 
This ſecond correction ſeems to have worked 
211% reformation, and from that time he appears 
— 8 to have dropt the levant trade.

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that they might be ſure not to leave any 


thing behind them. 

It is a misfortune generally attendant on 
heroes of this caſt, that however well read in 
other more eſſential points, they are not very 
converſant in letters; and as reading and 
writing, eſpecially the latter, are conceived 
requiſite accompliſhments for a gentleman, 
in which character he was hereafter to 


appear, Maſter Hogſden applied with great 


diligence to his fudies, and ſhortly acquired 
a prodigious ſtock of /arning, ſo as to be able 
to write his bets and to caſt accounts, and 
(as what will not induſtry effect?) we are 
told he is now one of the moſt accurate and 
ſcientific calculators in the kingdom; a ſe- 
cond, Demoivre. Thus, ſtill improving in 
larning and in vartue, from perſeverance 
and indefatigable labour, he has gradually 


riſen to his preſent eminence. It is he who 


now regulates the bets at N—w—m=-=t ; 
his book is of itſelf a ſyſtem of calculation, 
and as merit ſooner or later is ſure to be re- 


warded, he is eleted a member of the club, 
and transformed by a proceſs of golden alche- 


my 
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my into a gentleman. O Plutus, God of 
wealth, happy are thy votaries ! it is thou 
that procureſt fame and honours, without 
thy divine countenance the earth is a barren 
deſert, and life a burthen. O Plutus, hear 
our prayer | 
We have traced this gentleman from his 
unfortunate outſet at Mancheſter, through the 
various gradations of link- boy, money-drop- 
per, flaſhman, and /acfleg ; odious name, yet 
ſtill the name preſerves its rank in our voca- 
bulary, and obtrudes itſelf, when it were to 
be wiſhed a more conciliating term could be 
found; but we had forgot to notice him 
while in a brighter hemiſphere, ſurrounded 
by all the worſhippers and faves of fortune. 
Here, indeed, was a noble harveſt, and our 
hero did not fail to reap it. A lottery office, 
and an E O table, with proper ſprings to 
work it. H—gſd—n ſhone another Plutus, 
but the god was not altogether omnipotent 
or omnipreſent, ſo it became neceflary to 
provide himſelf with a deputy. This de- 
puty was a Jew, a {kilful vicegerent ; he took 
in numbers by day, and attended the door 
at 
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at night, that no improper gueſts might be 
admitted. There could not be a more ex- 
pert adept in his vocation ; to ſay when ne- 
ceſſary the bank was broke, and the divinity 
gone to bed; of all theſe arts he was perfe& 
maſter ; only he was apt to make too many 
miſtakes in the office, when the god uſed to 
ſwear, b -t him if he would ſtand the racket 
any longer; and at length he diſmiſſed the 
Jew from his /arvice. This was rather a 
haſty meaſure, as little Gargaſhite 5/eqv uf 
the deity, and the office altogether, which 
deprived that neighbourhood ever after of his 
genial and benign protection. 

It is a terrible failing among the Greeks, 
of which ſociety the Squire is a ſhining or- 
nament, that they are not true to each other, 
which ſometimes occaſions dreadful confu- 
fion. A ſet of theſe gentlemen had once 
agreed to play on the ſquare at a Newmar- 
ket meeting, and they all b—t—d their 
eyes and hmbs, that no loaded or falſe dice 
ſhould be put down, but our arch little + 
Friend, ſitting near a very old Greek, a 
wearer of ſpectacles, every time the box 

2 | came 
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eame round, perſuaded the veteran to ſet 
him. He called his main, and always won; 
at length the old Greek (FI, for that 
was his name) took up the dice on a ſudden, 
examined the tools, and found one marked 
on all ſides with 4, and the other marked 
with 3, of courſe the younger Greek a/ways 
called ſeven the main, and by that means al- 
ways won by throwing a nick. The con- 
ſequence of this detection was a moſt violent 
uproar; the parties quarrelled about diviſion 
of the booty, and poor old Fr had no 
other reparation for his loſs and his confi- 


dence, than the wicked jeſts and deriſion of 


all the Grecian crew. 

So much for this bold adventurous blade 
—the tale is authentic, and the reader may 
eaſily draw an inſtructive moral from the 
hiſtory of a man, who not many years ago 
walked ſhoeleſs to Newmarket, and by 
means of E O, faro, horſe-recing, cock- 
fighting, bullying, money-dropping, lot- 
tery- inſuring, &c. is now in poſſeſſion of 


immenſe wealth, magnificent houſes and 


equipage, and elected into a ſociety, where 
| | for- 
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formerly none but perſons of real rank and 
character were admitted. |

1 the C—pt—n's pedigree, althouglr 

a Welchman, by St. David, would be 

difficult, perhaps impoſſible! yet the author 
can go pretty far back: he remembers him / 
a liueryman, not of the city of London, but | 
in the /arvice of his countryman and name- 
fake Sir E-dm—d Th—m—s. Leaving 
then his birth and parentage out of the queſ- 
tion, let us proceed in our biography. This 
active citizen affords an example how ta- 
lents properly cultivated lead to certain for- 
tune. By diligence and cloſe application he 
has maneuvred himſelf into a comfortable, 
genteel income, as he himſelf has it, into a 
a very ſnug little birth; and he entertains 
his friends. cordially,, if not always gratui- 
zoufly; for a good flat now and then enlivens 
and enriches the feaſt, and inſpires the ve- 
nerable hoſt with recruited mirth and gaiety; 
. vet after all, he appears rather as a ſpecula- 
tor than as a practitioner in the Greek pro- 


feſſion, not that there is reaſon to ſuſpect 
him

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him of any officious, impertment, cohſcien- 
tious qualms, provided a fit occafion of ſhew- 
ing his ſkill, or promoting his own advan- 
rage, (fo natural to us all) ſhould fall in his 
way ; but ſome men in theſe matters are too 
diffident, and thence leave the good things 
to other more con fident heroes; who happen 
to be better formed for Greek achieve- 
ments.

On quitting ſarvice he came up to Lon- 
don, according to report, very poorly rigged, 
which reminded” him of another dear friend 
and countryman, honeſt, worthy Tick 
W---])---ms.

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began to think of a profeſſion more adapted 
to the independence and liberality of his 
mind. The taylor was conſulted, who pro- 
poſed the milentary line; the idea ſtruck on 
his gallant ſpirit, and bur ſwore, hur 
would be a ſoldier.” There ſeemed, how- 
ever, one material impediment to the accom- 
pliſhment of this happy thought---money 
for the youth's commiſſion. It is always a 
good thing to have a taylor for our friend, 
and in the hour of need, this worthy knight 
of the thimble proved himſelf a friend in- 
deed ; he not only provided raiment for his 
couſin's * exterior, and ſupplied him with 
plenty of bub and grub, to keep up his ſpirits 
under advar/ſity, but he alſo advanced the 
bit + required for the commiſſion, and 
through his intereſt a commiſſion was pur- 
chaſed in the marines, and the young 
kiddy at once dubbed a captain. A cockade 
was likewiſe purchaſed, and meaſure again 
taken for the regimentals. Oh! what rap 
ture glowed in his youthful breaſt when he

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ſurveyed his dear dapper form, inveſted with 
all the inſignia of milentary preparation. The 
ſaſh and gorget, the embroidered uniform, 
however uneaſy at firſt, ſoon became free 
and familiar ; and his little breaſt fluttering 
with joy, and burning with martial furor, he 
marched (on foot) to join the warlike corpſe ; 
P never, no never, did Chatham barracks con- 
tain a hero in whom the ſeeds of valour were 
more abundantly ſcattered, as we ſball pre- 
ſently ſhew. The ſoldier's genius, however, 
was better turned to domeſtic than to foreign 
ſervice; a delicate conſtitution, notwith- 
ſtanding a robuſt appearance, was not framed 
to contend againſt the rage of a furious ele- 
ment, or to reſiſt the maladies of a burning 
climate, and on the corp/e being commanded 
abroad, the Captain unexpectedly gave in his 
_ reſignation, that is, he ſold out, and pocketed

his friend was in the laws, hopped the twig, 


and fearing to go to u, left the poor 


taylor in the dumps. 

As the nation was now deprived of his 
military ſervices, and as for a time he was 
obliged to keep incog. he had leiſure for 
ſtudy and reflection, but he could not en- 
joy the benefits thereof till peace was made 
with ſnip ; which being accompliſhed, no 
more a ſoldier, the Captain appears in the 
new and arduous character of a gentleman. 
Multiplied are the occupations compatible 
with this character, and he embraced them 
all. Naturally obliging and complaiſant, 
although when — ſhewing all the 
hot and fiery qualities peculiar to his coun- 
try, he was, happy and anxious to perform 
every poſſible ſervice for his friends.

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We have paſſed over a conſiderable inter- 
val of our hero's life, as it contained nothing 
particularly intereſting or remarkable, being 
for the moſt part devoted to the duties of 
friendſhip, the perfection of tactics, the cul- 
tivation of the Greek ſcience, and the myſ- 
teries of Newmarket. | 
During his frequent excurſions to races, he 
had made acquaintance with a liberal and diſ- 
cerning nobleman, whoſe amorous inclinations 
often afforded opportunity for the diſplay of 
good-nature and attachment.* No danger, 
however imminent, no dread of corporal caſ- 
tigation, however humiliating and ſevere, ever 
ſtopped the impetuous ardour of his friendſhip, _ 
if he conceived a chance of pleaſure to his em · 
ployer, or intereſt to himſelf ; in the latter 
caſe, his zeal received an additional ſtimulus. 
Glowing with this divine fervor and enthu- 
fiaſm, he embarked in a purſuit that had well 
nigh proved fatal, and which was attended 
with ſome ignominious circumſtances, that,

In many inſtances of this nature, his Lord- 
ſhip had experienced the fidelity, diſcretion, 
and addreſs of his friend. The Captain was 
therefore diſpatched as ambaſſador, and an 
audience demanded, which the lady granted, 
during the abſence of Caro Spoſo ; overtures 
were made, and apparently accepted, but an 
ambuſcade was prepared, and our unſuſpect- 
ing artleſs Greek fell into it.

more humiliating diſgrace ; with ſavage fury 
he purſued his poor palpitating repentant vic- 
tim, and ſeizing him by the collar, dragged 
him to the place of execution, the pump, 
where, during eleven minutes, without inter- 
ruption, they pumped upon him till appa- 
rently dead. At length the fear of murder 
interpoſed, and reſcued him from farther 
violence; but his ſtrength wholly exhauſted, 
a conſiderable time elapſed before he could 
crawl away, and extricate himſelf from the 
inſulting mockery of brutal, pitileſs ſpecta- 
tors. 

For this ignominious and cruel diſcipline, 
the little Greek has received no other in- 
demnity or conſolation, than the increaſed 
regard, and attachment of his noble pa- 
tron. 

No ſpectacle is more moving than a great 
man in diſtreſs, and the Captain, (to uſe an 
expreſſion which the Duke of Bolton once 
applied to Admiral Keppell) “ although a 
little man, has a great ſoul.” To behold 
him therefore in his latter days, tormented by 
the wily artifices, and vindictive perſecutions 

| E ot 
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of the fair ſex, cannot fail to create vexatious 
emotions in a liberal mind, 

The ſerenity of his life has been diſturbed 
by another event not leſs afflicting than chat 
which we have juſt recorded. 
It muſt be confeſſed that Welchmen are 
extremely hot in their temper, whereby 
they meet with ru, from which a better 
guard over their paſſions would exempt them. 
Heroes are naturally impetuous. The great 
Fluellin, and Owen Glendower, the Cap- 
tain's illuſtrious anceſtors and countrymen, 
were remarkably ſo, and we can only lament 

the fatal reſult of ſuch choleric ſpirits. . 

The reader will excuſe this digreſſion, 
as it appears preparatory to the relation of 
a ſtill more unhappy cataſtrophe, in which 
our hero was ſoon after involved, in conſe- 
- quence of his unruly, fierce diſpoſition ; ſo 
true it is, that misfortunes generally follow 
cloſe on the heels of each other, 

In a fit of paſſion, provoked by repeated 
indignities from a lady, his next door neigh» 
bour, he uſed ſome foul words, with which 
his biographer cannot in decency blot his 
page ; nothing can be ſo delicate as female re- 
putation The epithets that had been applied, 
I at. 
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at onee cut her ſenſibility, and pricked her to 
revenge. A proceſs was directly inſtituted 
in the Commons, and followed up with the 
moſt zealous alacrity and malicious perſeve- 
rance, and very ſoon a ſentence followed, 
whereby our unfortunate Pill Garlick was 
condemned to do penance in a white ſheetin 
the pariſh church of St. M—ry le B—ne. 

On the fatal day, at an appointed hour, 
attended by his conſtant companion, his 
faithful Sancho, Sir J—mes D—b=r, the 
valiant Greek left his houſe, and in a hack - 
ney coach proceeded to the holy temple, where 
the ceremony was to be performed. The 
prieſt received him at the altar. The congrega- 
tion was numerous, and univerſal curioſity on 
the rack to behold a man ſo renowned, in 
ſuch a curious and trying dilemma. The 
ſcene was truly awful. Nothing could ex- 
ceed the ſolemnity with which the patient, 
ſuffering martyr, arrayed in robes of white, 
repeated his reſponſes, and the emphaſis of 
truth and conviction with which he pro- 
nounced himſelf a defamer and a v—II—n. 
The fortitude that he difplayed during the 
ceremony, will never be forgotten by his 

|S fellow 
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fellow pariſhioners ; but at length it was 
forced to ſubmit. The buſineſs ended, and 
ſtripped of his virgin robes, he was eager to 
arrive at his domeſtic threſhold, where an 
impatient and affectionate ſpouſe expected him 
with all the anxiety of tenderneſs and love: 
but, alas! no ſooner had he reached the 
church door, than he was affailed by the hif- 
ſings and peltings of a rude licentious rabble, 
who purſued him to his very dwelling, 
which with difficulty opened an aſylum to 
the brave perſecuted fugitive, fainting with 
fatigue, covered with duſt and dirt, mutila- 
ted and defaced. | 

Such are the untoward incidents that - 
embittered the evening of this great man's 
life. 

The moral conveys inſtruction: that 
the nobleſt qualities, friendſhip and valour, 
cannot enſure a perſon from misfortune, if 
unhappily curſed with a fiery diſpoſition, 
which nevertheleſs muſt be allowed to be 
the characteriſtic of a ſoldier. 

It is therefore devoutly to be wiſhed, after 
all the ſtorms and ſtripes by which he has 
been buffetted, that he will correct that 


ferce- 
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Feerceneſss of courage which appears his only 
blemith, and that can alone interrupt the en- 
dearments of his domeſtic love and felicity, 
or plant thorns on the very /nug little birth 
that he had provided as a comfortable ſhelter 


againſt old age and infirmity.

Y Jaſus, he ſhall cog a die with any 
gontleman in England or in Ireland 
either; and to load a pair of doctors, he will 
back himſelf for fifty or a hundred. There 
is no need of a ghoſt to return from the grave 
to proclaim this hero's achievements ; as 
what is very ſurpriſing, he is always eager 
to proclaim, what others are generally anxious 
to conceal, and hence his reputation amongſt 
the Greeks is rather tarniſhed : the proſpe- 
rity of the profeſſion depending very much 
upon ſecrecy. Many wholeſome lectures 
has he received from his old acquaintance 
J—ck T—t—r—t—n ; but Jack ſwears as 
how, the divil runs away with the 
C—pt—n, and St. Patrick himſelf could 
not ſtop him. 

Nothing is eſteemed ſuch a brilliant orna- 
ment by a Greek, as the military cockade 
it adds an importance, not only to the 
ſigure, but to the character, and yields a 

ſanction 
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fanAtion to knavery, which is extremely 
uſeful, and ſaves many a hero from trouble. 
For inſtance, at a country inn, or a London 
tavern, who is traited with ſo much reſpect 
as a Captain, and if an Iriſh Captain, oh 
then, he has two ſtrings to his bow—re- 
ſpect and terror, for he knows, by Jaſes; 
how to inſpire both. 

The Captain is of Iriſh d. ;fraftion, which 
his accent ſufficiently betrays ; but he has 
long quitted poor old Ireland, and now baits 
the rounds of the Garden, night after night, 
with different ſucceſs. Flats are ſcarce, and 
there are ſo many ſharps abroad, that a poor 
induſtrious lad is likely to ſtarve, unleſs he 
can have a little luck by playing on the 
ſquare, or if ſo be that he goes on the ſcamp, 
which is rather a dangerous expiriment. 

This accompliſhed Greek is a great frequen- 
ter of the gaming h—ſe in N—r—s Street, 
and has more than once been routed by the 
ſcouts from Bow Street. It is very hard that 
gentlemen cannot take their innercent amuſe- 
ment without being interrupted by thoſe 
b—t—d ſcoundrels, eſpecially where there is 
ſuch genteel company. The blackguard 


police, 
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police, by Jaſus, ſhould be complainedof, and 
puniſhed, and then there would be no more 
interruption. 

No man loves his bottle better, or takes it 
with more glee, than Captain A—t—b—s. 
He is an excellent preſident, nor ever quits 
the chair till ſome of the company are under 
the table, when box and dice are introduced, 
and if there be a flat of the party, he is ſure 
to receive a 6://et doux next morning, in- 
forming him that he has loſt two or tree 
Bundred, and requeſting immediate payment 
on a particular occaſion. 

Many a manceuvre of this kind has our 
hero practiſed with ſucceſs, but the trick is 
now become ſtale, and he is obliged to find 
out new ground. Private parties are mighty 
agraable, and he ſometimes very hoſpitably 
entertains a ſelect number of friends at his houſe 
in L—ſle St—t, where Mrs. A—t—b—s 
does the honours of the table at dinner, and 
the Captain afterwards. Honeſt L—ke 
R—n provides excellent briſk claret, and 
the doctors at the concluſion add an excel- 
lent zeſt to the evening's amuſement.

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It is a great pity that theſe bold knights 
of induſtry ſhould now and then receive a re- 
primand from the law. In an action brought 
by our hero into the C—t of C-m—n 
Pleas, L—d L—ghb—r—gh treated him 
with very little reſpect, and if he had not 
been a j—ge, by St. Patrick, Capt. A—t—b—s 
would have called his Lordſhip out and chaſ- 
tiſed his impartinence ; but theſe dd courts 
of law are terrible ſores in a Gracian conſcience:

unguarded youth of his fortune, will not 
| _ tremble 
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tremble afterwards to preſent a piſtol, which 
is to deprive him of his life. Fatal infatua- 


tion ! that men of birth and fortune, often 


enriched by nature with excellent endow- 


ments, ſhould voluntarily ſeek the com- 


pany of t---ves, who are only watching the 


opportunity to ruin and betray them: wretches 
who have no charms of converſation, no en- 
gaging accompliſhments to allure, and whoſe 


vulgarity of manners is generally no leſs diſ- 
guſting, than the corruption of their hearts is 
fatal Fg deſtructive. | . . 
This morality is not addreſſed in particu- 
lar to C---pt---n A---t---b---s ; it is appli- 
cable to moſt of the Grecian crew, and comes 
more home to many of them than to him- 


ſelf.

| Houſe, and admitted a companion for 
Lords, Dukes, and Princes, Billy cannot 
wholly ſhake off his original attachments.

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difficult for unwary youth to eſcape, he con- 
nected himſelf with a great man, (the noted 
Bolland) who ſoon after made an unlucky 
exit at Tuckem fair.* This fatal cataſtrophe 
to ſo dear a friend proved, nevertheleſs, of 


infinite ſervice to Mr. D——s, who from 


that moment took up more vartuous courſes, 
and practiſed phyſic and ſurgery, was ac- 
counted a moſt capital b/eeder, although he 
ſometimes ſtuck the /ancet too deep, and had a 
1mall ſhop in Off- alley, where he vended by 
retail Daffy's Elixir. Daffy was a good friend 
to young Pill Box; it enabled him, under 
the feigned character of a gentleman, to go 
into genteel company, and the coffee-hauſe 
at the. back of St. Clement's was his place 
of daily reſort, where occaſions often oc- 


curred, and were never neglected, of ſolicit- 
ing cuſtomers.

acquainted with a generous, hoſpitable wo- 
man, rather advanced in years, who re- 
fided either in Villiers- ſtreet, or Bucking- 


ham-ſtreet, Strand, whoſe houſe was open 


to all parties, prejudiced by none, although

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it has been faid, prejudicial to many; and a 
thriving trade Mrs. Ad— ms, for that was 
the lady's name, carried on.

work to the entire ſatisfaction of his miſtreſs. 


Thus honoured, thus beloved, he conti- 


nued many years upon this ſervice, gradually 


increafing in fortune and in fame, till at length 
he has reached the pinnacle of celebrity. 


His friend, Louſe P---g---t, in the Jockey 


Club, has treated his old friend with moſt 
unjuſt and unpardonable ſeverity, which was 
not to have been expected, as there appears 
a wonderful ſimilitude in the diſpoſition of 
theſe worthies ; the number of pigeons they 
have plucked together, it might be preſumed, 
would have ſtrengthened their alliance, 
but perhaps, as is often the caſe, diviſion of 
the booty cauſed their quarrel, or probably, 
the Louſe might think himſelf ungratefully 
forſaken while doing penance in the college 
of St. G—yge's Fi---ds.

mind. From the ſmalleſt beginnings, in- 
duſtry makes a rapid prbgreſs to wealth; 
idleneſs is the root of all evil; nor can the 
world produce a more ſtriking example of 
the bleſſed effects which flow from a cloſe 
and diligent application to bu/ineſs," than is 
here exhibited. 

A mind for ever on the rack to diſcover 
reſources of caſh, the primum mobile of all 
our hero's thoughts and deeds. A life con- 
fumed by care and eternal anxiety in purſuit 
after this darling object, never quiet, per- 
petually occupied, all morning amongſt 
the Jews on Change, all night Working with 


the Greeks at St. James's. What difficulty 


can reſiſt ſuch inceſſant toil and labour? 
What gratitude from his family repay ſuch 
endieſs operations? An uninterrupted de- 
votion to his purſuits, never allowing 
himſelf the leaſt interval of repoſe, has dif- 
fuſed a gloom and darkneſs over his phyſi- 


ognomy, which gives it a ſaturuine and ra- 


ther 
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ther Jewiſh appearance. Hence, he is often 
miſtaken for one of that ſect, and the error 
is ſtill farther increaſed, from ſome moral 
propenſities in his character that are generally

We muſt not omit to record another ex- 
cellence by which our hero is now diſtiu- 
guiſhed.

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ſpection. There, the ancient Olympic games 
were revived: wild horſes were baited until 
death, and ſportſmen enjoyed the novel ſpec- 
tacle of fox-hunting in a theatrical rotunda. 
Wonderful exhibition! There alſo, Mr. Ch--les 
Hughes exhibited his equeſtrian exerciſes to 
the aſtoniſhment of enraptured ſpectators, 
and the celebrated J—hn P—Im---r, Eſq. 
far ſuperior to Veſtris, notwithſtanding his 
corpulency, delighted the ladies by his ex- 
traordinary exertions in the tragic ballets of 
Don Juan and the Deſerter; although often 
blown and quite exhauſted, the ſaline drops of 
perſpiration ſtaining his theatrical garments,he 
reminded the faſtidious critic more of Sir John 
Falſtaff than an Eleve of Terpſichore, ſtill the 
ladies declared him irreſiſtible. But it was 
in the ſplendid repreſentation of the ſtorming 
of the Baſtille, that all his amazing powers 
were collected together ; night after night 
- overflowing audiences bore teſtimony to his 
praiſe; the treaſury of the Circus overflowed 
alſo, and the moſt brilliant projects were anti- 
cipated, when, alas! to ſhew the inſtability 
of human hopes, the runners from Juſtice 
Hyde made their ſudden appearance, laid im- 
pious hands on the hero of the Baſtille, and

rogue and vagaborſd to ſix months confine- 
ment in Bridewell, and by a ſtrange revolu- 
tion of events, B—ck B—lly is now in 
treaty with a Methodiſt preacher, who means 
to convert the R—y—l Circus into a reli- 
gious conventicle ; thus, the Greek manager 
will be deprived of a ſource of continual ex- 
penſive litigation, and enjoy more leiſure 
for his other purſuits; and we ſincerely wiſh, 
that the ſame brilliant ſucceſs may crown 
the evening, that has ſo uniformly attended

During the ſhort period of his adverſity 
he had acquired additional prudence; indeed, 
his prudence was always admirable, it being 
misfortunes, ſometimes inſeparable from men 
in trade, more than extravagance, that had 
brought 
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brought on hi difficulties. Of late, for- 
tune has veered her courſe, and ſeerns in- 
| clined to make him amends for the ſufferings 
he endured. By many lucky contingencies 
and remarkable induſtry, he is now in a very 
comfortable ſituation, and he muſt be a brute 
in grain, who can repine at the ſucceſs of a 
truly good-humoured, hoſpitable man. His 
company has one peculiar charm belonging 
to it, he always ſeems perfectly happy and 
contented, which in general tends to diffuſe 
a momentary ray of ſatisfaction over others, 
even ſhould they pofleſs the moſt gloomy, 
melancholy mind. If he exhibits a heart at 
eaſe abroad, at home he has additional cauſe 
of delight; long connected with a lady, 
whoſe excellent convivial talents afford an 
ample theme of panegyric; her harmonious 
voice operates as a reſtorative on B—lly, 
when his ſpirits are depreſſed by long watch- 
ing and fatigue: her pipe in tune, it ani- 
mates his vital warmth, and his fute beats 
in gentle uniſon, and reſponſive thrills to 
her invigorating congenial ſounds. | 
Such are the powers of muſic, celeſtial 
harmony! May no diſcord ever break in on 
K 2 their 
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their happy union, or interrupt thoſe joys 
which love and melody inſpire! Indeed, 
there is now a leſs proſpect of ſuch an in- 
terruption : arrived at the time of life when 
the heyday of the blood is cool, and waits 
upon the judgement, the mind is no longer 
liable to revolutions which take place in our 
juvenile days. The character is formed, and 
if ever ſuch knowledge is to be acquired, 
man has then obtained the knowledge, moſt 
difficult of all, ro know himſelf.” 

It may be alſo ſaid with truth, in praiſe 
of B—lly, that he is civil and obliging, 
always ready to ſerve his acquaintance, 
ſometimes even with riſque of loſs to him- 
ſelf; and it muſt be remembered, that al- 
though in the habit of knowing many 
Greeks, and ſharps of various deſcriptions, 
yet he never, in any moment of his life, as 
we have before-mentioned, ever betrayed. a 
propenſity to ſimilar practices. 

So much for Billy L—ch. The little 
that has been ſaid of him, ſeriouſly aud truly 
ſpeaking, waving all irony whatever, is 
ſtrictly his due, and his character may be 
briefly ſummed up in the following words: 


I A good- 
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A good-natured, ſeuſible man, and an 


agreeable companion, with a few peculiar 
oddities, which do not render him leſs en- 
tertaining 3 one, whom if an ill-humoured 
cynic will not commend, an honeſt hearty 
fellow will praiſe and admire.

ORTUNE is painted, and muſt be really 
blind, or long ere now this induſtrious 
knight would have been exa/ted. Many 
hair-breadth eſcapes and home diſaſters has 
he experienced. The ſpirit of adventure is 
dangerous in youth, and much depends on 
the” proper direction of its early bias. The 
genius of Alexander and Turpin were equally 
formed for great achievements; both intrepid, 
magnanimous, and famed for diſtinguiſhed 
acts of generoſity to thoſe they had con- 
quered ; yet the genius of theſe two heroes, 
although directed to the ſame end, was im- 
pelled by different means. The depreda- 


tions of one were univerſal; he ſet cities on 


fire, and carried the ravages of war into the 
remoteſt provinces ; hence, he has received 
the crown of immortality, and his cotem- 
poraries hailed him a god. The depredations 
of the other were only partial, committed on 
a few ſolitary individuals, well able to bear 


the 
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the loſs of what he raviſned from them; 
nevertheleſs, his cotemporaries condemned 
him to ſuffer death on a gibbet, and poſ- 
terity regard him as a malefactor and rob- 
ber. Such are the unjuſt deciſions of man- 
kind. This hero of the turf, of whom 
we now treat, yielding to his natural bent, 
gave early ſigns of original greatneſs, by a 
contempr of danger in defiance of law, and 
a noble ardour to get poſſeſſion of the pro- 
perty of others, having, alas! at that time 
none of his own ; feeling this hard lot, and 
not having that ind of induſtry calcu- 
lated to ſucceed in the eſtabliſhed order 
of civil ſociety, he waged war againſt it, 
and performed ſome gallant exploits, that 
were attended with conſequences too pain- 
ful for friendſhip to relate, although it may 
be neceflary the reader ſhould be informed, 
that they led to a foreign expedition, where 
he had time for reflection, and to temper 
that wild and deſperate enthuſiaſm which 
had driven him to an exile not judged ho- 
nourable, and into countries where there did 
not exiſt the ſame field for the operations of 


his excellent genius and talents. 
La- 
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Labouring under every diſadvantage na- 
tural to thoſe unacquainted with the laws 
and cuſtoms of a far diſtant country, which 
was ſtill farther increaſed. by the au4ward 
peculiarity of circumſtances in Which he 
ſtood, tired out by the languid repetition of 
inſipidity with which one day ſucceeded 
another, barren of incidents or temptation, 
he boldly ventured to return to his native 
land, (ſome ſay before the expiration of his 
ſentence) that land which, although it had 
acted towards him with ſuch extraordinary 
eruelty, ſtill was the ſubject of all his 
thoughts and wiſhes. Nevertheleſs, he re- 
membered the barbarous manner in which 
he had been Hhobbled, he had taken leſſon 
from his misfortune, and hoped that, on 
his return, he might be able to elude the 
vigilance of the 7raps, till ſuch time as his 
ſentence was fully expired, when it would 
be in his power to take up ſafer courſes, and 
' ſhew off in his own country the improved 
accompliſhments of a zravelled gentleman. 
Dick was never idle, and whether by means 


of his inſinuating addreſs, a few qguids pro-

and innocence ſhone brighter from the per- 
ſecution they had ſuffered, and he was moſt 
honourably diſcharged, although he never 
received the leaſt reparation for the violence 
and diſgrace to which he had been expoſed. 

When gentlemen ſuffer theſe indignities, 
it is really time that the law ſhould apply 
an effectual remedy to the grievance.

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Indeed, Mr. C -n cauſed much dif- 


appointment to ſeveral of theſe worthres, 
who, from his appearance, had conceived 
him a very proper and ſafe object on whom 
to exerciſe their ingenuity, but he by no 
means came up to their expectations. 

There are perſons, who, conſcious of their 
own ignorance and ſtupidity, often labour to 
inſpire a belief of their wiſdom and foretight; ;

The Squire, when he comes to town, has 
always a bed and a doxy ready prepared for 
him at M—tb—ys under the P. H.'s, and 
he generally takes his grub at the B-df—d ; 
that's his favourite houſe ; but he has of 
late taken to himſelf a Spouſe, and we hope 
he will not fall into the faſhion of infidelity, 
and that ſhe may ſhew that reſpe& for his 
genus and perſon which they deſarve.

ERE was a man, not long ſince, who 
kept very extenſive L--y--ry S--b--es 
ſomewhere in the neighbourhood of M—r 
F—ds, where the young citizens were en- 
trapped by his effrontery and affected li- 
berality, and many of them confided their 
horſes to his care, rich Jews, merchants 
clerks, and various green-horns, reſiding in 
or near that quarter. 

An acquaintance once eſtabliſhed undes 
pretence of buying or ſelling a horſe, or in 
any way connected with his buſineſs, it was his 
firſt endeavour to ingratiate himſelf with his 
young cuſtomers, provided they were rich,and 
then to fix them for a hunting, ſhooting, or 
racing party ; and formerly, when he was 
alive, they often aſſembled at old J—n 
B—dm—re's, in Picc—lly. In caſe the bait 
went down, every thing was prepared ac- 
cordingly; cards arranged, and the. diviſion 
M anti- 
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anticipated, even before the parties were met 
—ſo certain had they made of ſucceſs, 

Too many youths have been caught in 
this trap by theſe old offenders, although 
Squire C—Il—yn eſcaped. 

In his racing career he principally ex- 
celled in betting large ſums, and then after- 
wards, when claimed, in denying them, He 
went upon this 7g for a long time, till at 
length being detected, he received a leſſon 
in Weſtminſter Hall, that afterwards obliged 
him to be more cautious, and to ſhift his 
ground, 

He was a perfect adept at cards, and 
particularly at whiſt; but he always took 
care that he and his partner ſhould un- 
derſtand each other, unleſs of intelligence 
with one of his adverſaries. 

At all events, he himſelf was ſure to be in 
the ſecret; and if detection took place, his 
bullying, boiſterous manner had great in- 
fluence in appeaſing the wrath of the duped 
and timid citizens. 

In the way of his buſineſs, he was likewiſe 
(to uſe the cant phraſe) a knowing one 


perfectly in the ſecret how to pamper and 


dreſs 
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dreſs up a horſe for fale ; and as to the gam- 
mon which is uſual on theſe occaſions, he was 
entirely maſter of it; ſo that when you had 
bought a fine freſh-looking horſe, and con- 
ceived that you had made a delightful bar- 
gain, as ſoon as ever you put him into work, 


he fell to pieces, and you diſcovered ho- 


completely you had been jockied. 

Many inſtances of this kind came to the 
knowledge of the author, and as a man ap- 

parently in a reſpectable fituation, having 

recourſe to ſuch vile artifices, he regularly 

cautioned the flats againſt him. 

No character is more praiſe-worthy than 
the honeſt, induſtrious tradeſman, who car- 
ries on a fair and honourable traffic; but 
when he departs from the line of his buſi- 
neſs, and diverges into other branches un- 
connected with it, practiſing thoſe baſe ma- 
nœuvres that have been mentioned, he then 
becomes contemptible and infamous. 

His racing character was notorious, and 
it is ſurpriſing that the Jockey Club did 
not paſs a law, prohibiting bets with him, 
eſpecially after the tranſaction heretofore al» 
luded to, that led to his defeat in Weſtmin- 
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ſter Hall. Owing to their lenity, he con- 
tinued to attend at races, was a deep better, 
and to the laſt was generally attended by ſome 
young pigeon or other from the city, whom 
he was ſure to lay under contribution before 
he had done with him. 

In the above deſcription we particulariſe 
no perſon ; but ſhall make the following 
brief obſervation : qui capit ille facit;“ in 
other words, whoever the cap fits, let him 
wear it,” * 

Concerning T-— H—, various ac- 
compliſhments are united in his perſon. 
Although now ſtricken in years, perhaps of 
all the amateurs he is the moſt ſkilful bruiſer, 
and lately at Newmarket, being in company 
at the White Hart, he had an opportunity 
of difplaying his ſuperiority. A violent diſ- 
pute aroſe between T— and another gen- 
tleman. The language run chiefly on the 
ſlang, and was to be ſure rather vulgar, the 
general polrteneſs of the parties conſidered; 
but during the time of their gammon, the 
gentleman, taking poor 'T— off his guard, 
levelled at him a blow with ſuch violence 


as brought that redoubted pugiliſt to the 
ground;

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ground ; fortunately, the blow ſtruck on 
his napper, which was ſo impenetrably hard, 
that it made little or no impreſſion ; had it 
been aimed at any other part, it muſt have 
proved fatal. Exaſperated by this foul ma- 
nceuvre, he got up, and the champions ſer 
10 in right earneſt, and after two or three 
ſharp rounds, in which T— received a 
violent blow on his ſn:tch, and had his two 
glims ſealed up, the gentleman gave in, and 
our hero was declared victorious, at the ex- 
pence only of a broken noſe, and two 
frightful black eyes, and the company were 
unanimous in opinion, that the other gen- 
tleman had been guilty of very ungentlemanly 
behaviour, 

So much for this intrepid warrior, this 
ſecond Ajax, who nevertheleſs, independent 
of the above, and ſome other ſuperficial ac- 
compliſhments, muſt in truth be held a pe- 
cial b—g—rd; and, in every reſpect his 


moral eharacter forms a direct contraſt to 
that of his amiable and ſenſible nameſake, 
T—mmy H—1! of Covent Garden Theatre.

| FF were malignant to point out faults, 


where there are commendable qualities 
to dwell on. P—t is brave and generous, 
warm and ſteady in his friendſhips, faithful 
to his truſt, liberal and hofpitable in do- 
meſtic life ; his houſe ever open to his ac- 
quaintance, no perſon entertains better, or 
receives his gueſts with a more cordal, 
hearty welcome. It muſt likewiſe be re- 
membered to his praiſe, that there does not 
exiſt a more punctual paymaſter, equally 
exact with his tradeſmen as in his play ac- 
counts ; and on this principle he has a right 


to expect the ſame punctuality in others. 


On his firſt arrival from Ireland, he was 
admitted a C—n—t in a regiment of I--ght 
d—g—ns, where he fell into ſome excefles 
by no means to be wondered at in a young 
man, raw and inexperienced as he then was, 
yet it ſeems that he was generally beloved 
and eſteemed by his brother officers. 


In 
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In his progreſs through life, being of an 
active, adventurous diſpoſition, he has been 
involved in frequent broils and diſputes, 
from which he appears to have extricated 
himſelf with ſpirit and addreſs. 

As a Jockey, to judge from the ſportiag 
liſt, he is ſucceſsful ; he bets boldly, and 
if he thinks it a good ching, he lays it ov, 
and 1s very fond of taking the long odds. 
He has not been as yet choſen of the Jockey 
Club, which, provided he is ambitious of it, 
muſt ſtrike as extraordinary, conſidering how 
many, every way inferior to him, have of 
late been elected; nor can there be any rea- 
ſon for this excluſion, except that he be not 
ſo delicate in the choice of his companions 
as might be deſired. It would be much to 
his advantage did he correct this error, and 
he would find little difficulty in diſcovering 
more eligible ſociety. | 

From an early and inconſiderate choice of 
company, misfortunes may be often traced 
that attend a man through life. It is no 
eaſy matter to ſhake off thoſe to whoſe ſo- 


ciety we have been accuſtomed, even after 


we have diſcovered the miſchief of aſſoci- 
1 ating 
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ating with them. So hard is it, being once 
wrong, to recover the right path. It requires 
a firmneſs of reſolution that Pt has evinced 
in numerous other inſtances, and it would be- 
come him to exert it in this. His liberal ſpirit 
and independent fortune will doubtleſs attach 
more cloſely to-his heels ſome of thoſe com- 
panions, who now too often partake of his 
hoſpitality ; but if he conſults his own in- 
tereſt, he will redouble his efforts to get rid 
of them. Without their attendance, he 
may indulge himſelf in a free, generous uſe 
of his bottle and his girl ; and abſent from 
them, his propenſity to play may be gra- 
ufied with leſs riſque both to his character 
and his purſe.

Tr may appear extraordinary, that a grave 
and ſober Juſtice of Peace, acting under

not held incompatible with lighter purſuits;

ſurer game? 


Long practiſed in the ſcience, few of the 
Minor Greeks have cultivated it with ſu- 
perior ſucceſs, and he takes care, by excel- 
lent management, to enſure himſelf againſt 
the ſlippery tricks of fortune. 

From his firſt initiation at the St. Alhan's, 

many years ago, in the capacity of a waiter, 
he had frequent opportunities of improving 
his induſtry into beneficial practice. Acute 
N Ml 
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in his obſervations, they were always juſt, 
and Bob ſoon contrived to raiſe a ſmall ca- 
pital whereon to ſet up for himſelf. 
After ſome time devoted to the menial 
employment of a ſervant, we behold him 
maſter of a public-houſe at H—pſt—d. The 
early connections which he had formed 
during his ſervitude, were of infinite uſe 11 
his character of a landlord. 
It. 18 not the tardy progreſs to moderate 
wealth that was agreeable to the mind of 


this venerable M—g—t—te. 


He required another gueſs Kind of cuſs 
tomers from ; thoſe immediately connected 
with the buſineſs of a publican ; B—b was 


a Greek, and he muſt have ſome friendly 


viſitors, who would yield him an occaſion 
of now and then exerciling his genus. 

A whilſt club, where he himſelf was one 
of the principal performers, was at once a 
pleaſant and advantageous reſource. There 
always exiſted a ſecret underſtanding be- 
tween the worthy maſter aud one or more 


of his gueſts; and if a fit opportunity of- 


fered, the diſpatches were immediately in- 


to- 
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tfoduced, and they were too expert not to 
nick it. * 

In this houſe 4 thriving trade was car- 
ried on, which, enlivened by the frequent 
attendance on horſe-races, and the amuſe- 
ments of the Royal Cockpit, that were al- 
ways ſucceeded by a ſocial rubber in the 
evering, brought in money by b«/hels ; till 
at length no more a publican, we now per- 
ceive him a worſhipful magiſtrate on the 
bench, and where could the ſword of juſtice 
be in abler hands ?* well qualified by nature 
and education to fit in judgement on his 
fellow citizens, he adminiſters equity with 
dignity, and pockets his fee with all poſſible 
diſintereſtedneſs and moderation. 

We have already, in the courſe of theſe 
Sketches, mentioned the miraculous effects 
of induſtry, and in few inſtances do theſe 
effects ſhine more brilliantly than in the

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Our anceftors truly were not ſo fine, and 
the preſent age has the infinite merit of de- 
ſpiſing /ow liſe, domeſtic employments, and 
of having ſubſtituted in their ſtead thoſe 
perlite manners, and that exquiſite taſte now 
fo remarkable in the families of Engliſn 
tradeſmen. 

Much of this improvement is doubtleſs 
due to thoſe gentee/ boarding ſchools, with 
which the country univerſally abounds. At 
Birmingham and Coventry, and all the 
other elegant cities throughout England, 
the number is incredible, and the obliga- 
tions which fociety owes to them, are beſt 
known by gentlemen who have a kind of 
free, indiſcriminate commerce with young 
ladies of a certain caſt in this metropolis. 

But to be ſerious, miſſes vartue is too of- 
ten the price of her accompliſhments ; mu- 
ſicians and dancing-maſters are generally

It is impoſſible to waſh the blackamoor | 
white; our national character is repugnant 


to theſe refinements ; every thing unnatu-

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ral diſguſts; and the generality of Engliſh 
dancing and muſic maſters only give a 
ſpice of odious vulgarity, and a degree of 
diſagreeable affectation to the female cha- 
racter, which render it ludicrous and con- 
temptible. But the miſchief ends not here, 
it perverts their underſtandings, and utterly 
diſqualifies them for the uſeful and merito- 
rious avocations of life, and too frequently 
finiſhes in ruin, miſery, and diſgrace. 


This digreſſion does not directly ap- 


ply to the M--15 S—m—nds, who being 
under the immediate eye of an affectionate 
and vigilant papa, are exempt from ſuch 
dangers; and from his own fine cultivated 
taſte, the preſent caſe muſt be allowed an 
exception to the general rule, as by his ſe- 
lection of diſtinguiſhed maſters, he has given 
every real accompliſhment to the young la- 
dies that can adorn or embelliſh perlite life. 
This every gentleman can teſtify, who has 
enjoyed the ſuperlative delight of having ſeen 
or heard them.
